Washington, Sept. 13-MAP) 
Top leaders of-the world bank 
and monetary fund joined to- 
day in urging European coun- 
tries to devalue their curren- 
cies as o means of hastening 
their economic comebacks. 


This advice 
was given 
to 
nearly 350 foreign delegates, 
including a score of finance 
ministers, who gathered at a 
joint session of the boards of 
governors of the two interna- 
tional financial agencies. Both 
agencies are holding annual 
meetings here. 


Eugene Black, American president 
of the 48-nation world bank, bluntly 
told the session: "I do not underesti- 
mate either the. complexities or the 
farreaching consequences of such 
action, but I fail to see how it can 
be avoided." 
Kates Out of Line 


Camille Outt, the Belgian financi- 
er who heads the w<yld monetary 
fund, said the present money rates 
are so out of line that they are seri- 
usly handicapping the sale of Euro- 
pean products in the world dollars 
markets. 


The British pound, for example is 
now valued at about $4.03. The ar- 
gument in favor of cutting this fig- 
ure is that a dollar would buy more 
British goods and hence would make 
it easier for the British to compete 
in dollar markets.

Hike Gold Price 


1. South Africa's delegate pro- 
posed that the price of gold be in- 
creased by permitting each nation 
to market one-half of its new pro- 
duction on a "free market."

U.S. treasury now pays $35 an ounce 
for gold, a price which is recognized 
by the world fund. Gold-producing 
South Africa claims this is too low. 


Treasury Secretary Snyder, the 
chief American representative, flatly 
opposed the South African move, 
saying: 


"I have said on many recent oc- 
casions and I must say again that I 
do not perceive any considerations 
of monetary policy which would 
justify me in proposing to my gov- 
ernment a change in the dollar price 
of gold." 


2. Black indirectly criticized the 
British labor government for main- 
taining its elaborate health and 
social welfare program at a time 
when it is striving to meet a growing 
dollar deficit. 


3. Black also surprised delegates 
by strongly advocating changes in 
the American sponsored Marshall 
plan for European recovery with the 
aim of making dollar aid more ef 
fective.

Adenauer Stands 
Out As Top Man 
In Reieh Politics 


Bon, Germany, Sept. 13—(JP)—Dr. 
Konrad Adenauer, 73-year-old ad- 
ministrator who o p p o s e s 
both 
Nazism and Communism, stood out 
today as the dominant political per- 
sonality of the new western Ger- 
many. 


His appointment as chancellor of 
the west federal Republic was ex- 
pected 
tomorrow 
from 
Theodor 
Heuss, political scientist and author 
who was chosen by the electoral as- 
sembly yesterday as west Germany's 
first president. 


As Chancellor (prime minister) 
Adenauer would be charged with 
the real task of guiding the infant 
Republic along a course which he 
has indicated would be aimed at 
uniting east and west Germany and 
linking Germany with France and 
the other nations of the council of 
Europe. 


The Bundestag, or lower House of 
Parliament, was scheduled to meet 
tomorrow evening to confirm the 
nomination of a chancllor. However, 
the session was postponed tonight.

Some people are more likely to 
break their bones than others. Of 
course, this is sometimes caused by 
clumsiness or to a 
rather 
vague 
condition which is called "accident 
proneness." 
In 
other, cases, 
how- 
ever, there is something in the bones 
themselves which make them more 


easily breakable. 


Any disease which weakens the 
bone structure will lead to easier 
breaking. 
This 
includes 
various 
kinds of tumors of the bone and 
such disease as osteomyelitis, which 
is an infection of the bony tissue.

Farmers Receipts 
Down 18 Per Cent 
From Last Yeaf 


Washington, Sept. 13 —MP)— The 
Agriculture department today esti- 
mated farmers' cash receipts from 
marketings in August at $2,200,000,- 
000—down 18 per cent from August 
last year. 


Receipts in September were fore- 
cast at about $2,500,000,000, also 18 
per cent less than last year. 


Farm receipts for the first nine 
months of 1949 are expected to total 
about $18,800,000,000, or about 11 per 
cent less than in the corresponding 
period last year. 


The decline this year reflects low- 
er farm prices. 
The volume of 
marketings is being maintained at 
about last year's level. 


The estimated nine-month totals 
include a decline of 13 per cent in: 
receipts for livestock and livestock [ 
products and about nine per cent for 
crops. 


In the livestock group, receipt« are 
down 15 per cent'for meat animals, 
17 for dairy products, but only about 
two per cent for poultry and eggs.

[Coroner's Jury Decides 
Mrs. Marie Bruening 
Died Of Poliomyelitis 


Meredosia—A coroner's jury investigating the death of 
Mrs. Marie Bruening returned a verdict here last night finding 
that the 24 year old wife of Bernard Bruening and the sister- 
in-law of Marvin Bruening, arsenic victim, died of polio. 


The inquest was held at the Schaefer Funeral Home. Six 
Meredosia residents who had been sworn in by Coroner Clar- 
ence H. Muehlhausen on Aug. 19, returned the verdict after 
they had studied findings of clinical and laboratory examina- 
tions of the vital parts of the young woman. A n autopsy was 
performed upon her body soon after her death at Passavant 
hospital at 6:40 a.m., Aug. 18. 


She and three other members of 


the Bruening family had become ill 
on May 22, presumably from some- 
thing they ate or drank. Her bro- 
ther-in-law, Marvin, was later ad- 
jnitted to Passavant hospital where 
he died July 1. Chemical analysis 
of vital organs disclosed his death 
v&s definitely due to arsenic. 
Sore Throat, Fever 


During the height of the summer's 
jttlio epidemic Mrs. Bruening 
ap- 
peared for medical attention, com- 
plaining of a sore throat, attendant 
difficulty in swallowing, and fever. 
She was given penicillin and per- 
mitted to return to her home. Late 
toe next day she was admitted to 
Passavant hospital and death oc- 
curred the next morning.

I was concerned about her condi- 
tion when I first saw her on the 
morning of the 17th and I reported 
the situation to W. T. Wilson. By 
reason of the rapid progress with- 
out definite localizing clinical find- 
ings I reported the death to the cor- 
oner and asked for permission for 
postmortem examination. This was 
performed by Dr. Hugh McKinley 
and myself at 1 p.m., Aug. 18. As in- 
dicated m our statement to you im- 
mediately following this examination 
no definite gross findings were noted 
and further chemical and micros- 
copical studies would be required for 
more exact diagnosis. Studies of the 
sections of the brain have now been 
completed. They show evidences of
